4 Sensational Letter 


t An amusing hoax appears to have 
been perpetrated upon the foreign press 
IB the shape of a letter alleged to have 
been written by the present czar prior to 
his ascension to the throne, to the famous 
editor and panslaTist leader, Aksakofl, 
whose widow died a few weeks ago. 
The document in question, which bears 
the date of May 22, 1866, contains bitter 
comments on the class of courtiers by 
whom the imperial family was sur- 
rounded, and compares the highest of- 
ficers of state to contemptible lackeys. 
The publication of the letter in question 
has excited an immense amount of atten- 
tion throughout Europe, and it appears 
to have been copied in almost every 
foreign newspaper of any importance. 
The whole thing is, however, but a hoax. 
The letter in question, instead of having 
been written by the present emperor, 
was addressed in 1796 to Count Kotchou- 
bey by the Grand Duke Alexander Paul- 
witch, who subsequently ascended the 
throne as Alexander I
